KILL KLAFSKY?

Friends Say She Died Be-
cause of a Needless
Operation.

Physicians Prnoounced Her Af-
flicted with Tumor of
the Brain.

Trephining Was Resorted to as the
Only Means of Possibly Saving Her
Life, and Proved Futile.

FOUND THEIR DIAGNOSIS INCORRECT.

Klafsky, While in America, Was Struck by a
Falling Piece of Furniture, and Never
Recovered from: the Effects
of the Blow.

Berlin, ®ept. 27.—The death of Frau
Katharina Klafsky-Lohse, the prima donnay
Is greatly regretted lhere, and the eircom-
stances nttending her demise are being
widely dlseussed. Her friends are In-
dignant at the medical treatment which
she repelved and deelnre that she was the
vletim of the lncapacity of the Hamburg
plirsiclans who attended her,

The story of the enuse of her denth has
many verslons, but the one most generally
aceepted s that while she was singlng In
the Unlted States she was strick on the
bend by a toppling wardrobe, which caused
a palnfnl Inflammition of the seaip, She
nover fully récayered from the effects of
the mistap and Intterly the paln became
almost unbearable,

Found No Tomor There.

The Hamburg physiclans pronounced her
affbieted with tumor of the brain, which
conld only be removed by the operation of
freplining, which the doctors decided te
regort in.  The operatlon was performed,
with the result that It dlsproved the tumor
theory, but killed the patleitt, The fact
was that her allment was really of a com-
parpiively teifling nntore.

Frau Klafsky's fuveral, which took place
ot Homburg on Friday, was atiended by a
lifge nunmber of her professional and pri-
viate frlends, The body, in accordance
wiilh the wlsh of the decenred ludy, was
clothegd In the white robe of penitence
worn by her Inthe character of Elzabeth
fn “Tannbapser.” The chorug of Moxart’'s
“Magie Flule' wns sung at the grave.

Dr. . W. Brown, of the bpuse staff of
the Hudson Street Hosplial, 'n speaking of
Klafsky s death, sald Inst night: )

“ifpephining 18 4 very common operntion
and 4 very Ohl one, It f& seldom that there
Is danger connesbed with the operatlon
In li=elf, In cases where trepliining Is per-
formed an uecount of @ tumor the result is
oftet  fatnl, bLOE not on scconnt of the
trephining irself. Somefimes whon trephio-
Jdng bas been performed for a tumor which
lws mot besn found the tumor has been
thete, althongh bidden, aud has been the
wetunl etuse of death.'’

Trephining Noi Dungerous,

De A. W, Willlgws, of ihe Bellevue sur-
gleal siall, sald:

1 do nol conslder that trephining Is st
all a dangerous operation. It is very often
performed, nnd we do not, as 2 rule, antlel-
pute scrious resolis, exeept in cases where
it s’ performed in consequence of some
aétldent that bns Injured the skull, The
mrere opening of the skull and elosing it
ngain s deemed fap from a dangerons
aperation.  'he percentage of deaths In

cases  where, for example, the sknll Is
tFephived on accounl of supposed tumors

fhat 4o not really exist, Is very small; al-
wost infinlledimal,.”
